After a while 
of the squatiers petitioned for thea 
entries; and an agitation, joined in, it 
not actually led by this paper, was 
started in favor of @ caneellation of as 
wany of the old leases as nevessary and 
the granting of all future leates sulject 
to settlement, The agitation was com- 
pletely successful, the government in- 
ducing the lease holders to retinqush 
such of their leases as were desirable for 
setilement. The goveramwent alse ar- 
ranged that a.l future leases shoud he 
subject to settiement, the result is that

THE LIQUOR QUESTION, 

Although the discussion of the liquor 
question in the Legislative Assembly is 
unfortunately not going to have the de- 
sired result—the submission of the 
question of pronibition versus high 
license to the popular vote-~it is evident 
thocthe time spent in discussing this 
question lias not been wasted. A large 
majovi of the representatives of the 
people of the Territories, representing 
the prevailing sentiments of their con- 
stituents, because just fresh from the 
polls, announced themselves fairly and 
squarely in favor of high license, while a 
fair portion of the small minority, while 
not supporting high license, did not 
actually oppose it. Although the 
peopie have not been allowed to express 
their sentiments through a plebiscite, 
their voice has been heard through their 
chosen representatives, and it should 
morally have as much weight as if ex- 
pressed through a popular vote. In 
view of this decided demand for a license 
system, made on our behalf by our repre- 
sentatives, itis difficult to imagine thet 
the eastern prohibition faddists will allow 
their prejudice to so far get the better of 
their respect for liberty and justice as to 
allow them to attempt to force this hor- 
rible humbug, the probibitory law, upon 
us any longer. ‘The only excuse Kastern 
prohibitionists have had to offer for their 
impertinent interference with the 
domestic affairs of the Territories has 
been their claim that a majority of the 
people of the Northwest was in favor of 
a continuance of this arbitrary and in- 
effectual law.

The projected institution, it should 
be remembered would have two objects 
in view—to afford meana of recreation 
and study to the naturally etuious class; 
but principally to afford a wholesome re- 
sort for those Otherwise unemployed, to 
spend their eveninys in, ‘The inetitution 
should aspire to be @ lively competitor 
with the salvons and other questionable 
resorts for the patrunaze of-the youth 
of tue town, and if it wants to be this it 
inust be attractive to a certain extent. 

Asthe question of ways dd means

ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


A bensation over Their Views on African

Lonpon 6—Quite a sensation has 
. been cauned in political circles, both here 
and on the Continent, und wide attention 
attracted generally, by a semi-official note 
published in the Berlin press, The note 
eostains a protest agrinst the opposition 
of England to the efforts of Germany in 
YZaneibar.
